Board of Trustees 
approves $498 | 
tuition hike, 9-6.

Police officers clashed with student 
protesters Wednesday, forcing the Cal 
State University Board of Trustees to 
adjourn an open session meeting and 
approve a $498 tuition increase behind 
closed‘doors. : 

After protesters were removed from 
the Chancellor’s Office, a~crowd of 
about 200 people attempted to gain 
entry. Police officers then used pep- 
per spray and struck protesters with 
batons, but law enforcement officials 
could not contain the crowd before one 
of the building’s four glass entrance 
doors was shattered. 

Four protesters were arrested and 
three officers were injured during the’ 
altercation, but soon after, riot police 
were able to secure the area. 

The board approved the 9 percent 
increase, 9-6, in a closed session under 
provisions of California’s open meet- 
ing law, according to the CSU, but Lt. 
Gov. Gavin Newsom has called on the 
board to put the issue back on the agen- 
da ina special Dec. 5 meeting. 

“Whatever the rationale, this issue 
is simply too important to not allow 


for a full and thorough public discus- 
sion or to contribute to the perception 
that this process is anything less than 
open and transparent,” Newsom said in 
a statement. i 

What began like any other Board. of 
Trustees meeting escalated to violence 
after protesters prevented the board 
from holding its final vote on a fall 
2012 tuition hike. 

Protesters- chanted, “What do we 
want? A refund,” followed by, “When 
do we want it? Now!,” as police forced 
people out of the meeting. 

Herbert L. Carter, chair of the 
board, gave protesters 30 minutes to 
voice their opposition to the increase, 
but the 50 speakers, who were initially 
allowed in the meeting, continued to 
chant well beyond their allotted time.

primarily calling on the banks to pay 
California back for their corporate 
greed,” Cal State Long Beach President 
F. King Alexander said via email. “It 
was a bit strange how it became a CSU 
issue to them.” 

But before protesters were moved out 
of the building, the board had its most 
heated debate on tuition increases in re- 
cent memory, with most of the audience 
applauding trustees who voiced their 
opposition. 

“Access, access, access, but to 
whom?” asked Newsom, who voted 
against the increase. “There’s no access 
being provided for the middle class ... 


We need to confidently, loudly and as- 


suredly reject this increase.” 

The .CSU said about 45 percent of 
its students won’t be affected by the 
tuition hike, explaining that families 
who make less than $70,000.a year are 
provided with grants that cover most of 
their educational costs. é 

Other trustees criticized the CSU for 
voting on a tuition increase before it re- 
ceived a budget from the state. 

“I believe we should ask for what we 
need without disclaimers,” said trustee 
Bernadette Cheyne, who criticized the 
tuition increase and a CSU plan to ask 
the state for $138 million in additional 
revenue to cover the cost of the hike. 

The state legislature bought out an 
8 percent or $200 tuition increase in 
2006, but declined in 2010 when the 
CSU asked it to buyout half of a 10 per-

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cent increase. 

Still, some trustees argued that the 
vote needed to be taken early in order 
to give parents and students a chance to 
deal with the possible increase. 

“What parents are most concerned 
about is predictability,’ said Bob Lin- 
sheid, vice chair of the board. 

Since 2009, the CSU has approved 
six separate tuition increases, nearly 
doubling the 23-campus system’s cost 
of attendance. 

In fall 2008, students paid $3,048 on 
top of mandatory campus fees. If the 9 
percent hike is not bought out by the 
state, students will pay $5,970 on top of 
mandatory campus fees. 

The average CSU student may pay as 
much as $7,017 next fall, and CSULB 
students may pay as much as $6,738. 
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Occupy Long Beach members push for camping permission 


The protesters continue to ask police for the 
rights to stay at Lincoln Park overnight.

Occupy Long Beach protesters met 
before the Long Beach City Council 
on Tuesday in an attempt to secure the 
rights to camp at Lincoln Park overnight. 


About 30 people were given a maxi- 
mum of 5 minutes per person to speak 
before the city council during the time 
allotted for public comment. 

Most speakers were in favor of Occu- 
py Long Beach and said they believe the 
First Amendment gives them the right 
to have a guaranteed, city-supported 
free speech zone where city laws that 
interfere with protests will not be en- 
forced. 


“We are not occupying to sleep or to 
camp out,” Cal State Long Beach stu- 
dent and Occupy Long Beach protester 
Ingrid Rosalas said at the meeting. 

“We are occupying in protest to as- 
semble and redress our grievances,” she 
continued. “I understand there are city 
ordinances in places that do not allow 
us ‘to set up tents and stay in a ‘public 
park after 10 p.m. 1 understand these or- 
dinances are for the public safety. How- 
ever, we have our own peace-keepers 
who make sure to keep our Occupiers 
safe through the night.” 


Long Beach Police Department 
Chief of Police Jim McDonnell also 
commented on police involvement. 

“We have been flexible in allowing 
tents during the day,’ McDonnell said. 
“When it comes to nightfall at 10 [p.m.], 
we enforce the no-camping laws. Then, 
individuals that were on the grass move 
over to the sidewalk area from Lincoln 
Park, but in a way they don’t block the 
sidewalk. They are allowed to stay there 
and exercise their free speech right.” 

On Wednesday, Occupy Long Beach 
protesters traveled to another meet- 


ing — thé Cal State Board of Trustees 
meeting — where officials voted to 
raise tuition by 9 percent. 

The meeting went into recess after 
protesters refused to stop speaking even 
though the public comment period end- 
ed. Then, protesters smashed the large 
glass door of the headquarters, leading 
to a confrontation with the police that 
resulted in an officer being injured. 

Occupy Long Beach organizers 
claimed at least two of the group’s 
members were “maced” by police at the 
meeting.

CAPS counselors 
booked for rest of year 


Their psychological 
services are seeing 
growing demand.

Any students who want to book 
an appointment with Cal State Long 
Beach’s Counseling and Psychological 
Services (CAPS) program will have to 
wait, since all counselors available for 
on-campus sessions are booked with 
clients for the remainder of the semes- 
ter, according to CAPS director Bad 
Compliment. 

CSULB is not the only ollede cam- 
pus experiencing such a high demand 
for psychological services. 

According to the 2010 annual report 
published by the Association for Uni- 
versity and College Counseling Center 
Directors (AUCCCD), more than one- 
third of the 424 counseling centers that 
responded to the survey reported they 
had a list of clients waiting to receive 


ongoing treatment. The average maxi- - 


mum number of clients on the waitlist 

during the year was 28 students. 
Additionally, 77 percent of direc- 

tors reported they believed the number 


of students. with “severe psychological 
problems” had increased in the past 
year. Not surprisingly, most directors 
indicated a need for more psychiatric 
services. 

“There’s. always a need for more,” 
said Compliment, member of the 
AUCCCD and one of the directors who 
responded to the 2010 survey. “That’s 
not going to go away.” 

The program:has eight licensed psy- 
chologists, a case manager, a board- 
certified adult psychiatrist and three 
doctoral interns. 

The International Association of 
Counseling Services (IACS) recom- 
mends a ratio. of one counselor to every 
1,000-1,500 students. The ratio at Cal 
State Long Beach is about one coun- 
selor to every 4,000 students. 

“T’d love to be able to hire more per- 
manent counselors,” said Compliment, 
who explained that Student Services 
helps to maintain the CAPS program’s 
budget so that they don’t have to let any 
counselors go. 

Compliment said CAPS was able to 
hire a few additional therapists for this 
semester and next, due to funding from 
the Student Excellence Fee. 

Luckily, the quality of counseling 


services doesn’t seem to be affected by 


the small quantity of counselors avail- 
able. Clients are surveyed twice a year 
to gage the CAPS program’s effective- 
ness, and 90-93 percent of students 
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Currently, Counseling and Psychological Services provides one counselor to every 4,000 students. 


report significant improvement after 
completing their counseling sessions, 
according to Compliment. 

The counselors take turns being 
on-call for students with emergency 
situations, according to Sandra Arana, 
front office coordinator for CAPS. For 


“students who need assistance after 


hours, there is a crisis hotline that can 


be called 24 hours a day and offers im- 
mediate phone counseling. 

Programs developed by CSULB’s 
Division of Student Services provide 
the student body with a holistic ap- 
proach to well being, emphasizing life- 
style choices that benefit both physical 
and mental health. 

Workshops addressing common is- 


sues are offered throughout each semes- 
ter. The main goal of these workshops 
is to minimize the need for individual 
counseling services. The problem is; 
many students don’t know about these 
workshops. 

“T’ve heard of them,” senior psycholo- 
gy major Gabriel Cohen said. “But there 
are other things I need to focus on.” 


Students send complaints about budget cuts to state officials

Students throughout the Cal State 
University are participating in the Cali- 
fornia State Student Association’s “The 
Buck Starts Here” campaign by writing 
out their frustrations with budget cuts 
to show the California Legislature the 


importance of higher education. 

The campaign began Nov. 7 with San 
Diego State students rallying against 
last year’s $650 million budget cuts by 
the California State Legislature. 

According to CSSA Vice President 
of Legislative Affairs Sean Richards, 
students were given fake $650 million 
dollar bills to write their personal sto- 
ries on. 

The bills were placed in. a box that 
will circulate throughout the 23 CSU 


campuses in hopes of collecting numer- 
ous student testimonies. 

The campaign will end March 5, 
when the box of mock-bills will be 
brought to Gov. Jerry Brown during 
the annual March for Higher Educa- 
tion. 

According to Richards, the campaign 
was first invented by a frustrated Sac- 
ramento State Associated Students Inc. 
senator who wanted to spread aware- 
ness to Brown and the general public on 
how the steep budget cuts have affected 
students. 

“The frustration is with the legisla- 


tion,” Richards said. “Goy. Brown just 
happens to be the symbolic figure.” 


“The Buck Starts Here”: was orga-. 
nized under the “Made in the CSUs 


program, a mission to educate the pub- 


tion.

“For 
California to recover [economically], 
we need an educated workforce.”

LBSU shocks No. 9 
Pitt behind Ware’s 


career night 


49ers end 20-game 
losing streak against 
ranked opponents.

The Long Beach State men’s bas- 
ketball team killed two birds with 
one stone Wednesday night. 

The 49ers snapped a 20-game los- 
ing streak to ranked opponents and 
broke No. 9-ranked  Pittsburgh’s 
58-contest winning streak at home 
against nonconference teams. 

Behind a career-high 28 points 
from senior guard Casper Ware, the 
‘Niners stunned Pitt, 86-76 in front 
a sold out crowd of 8,215 at the Pe- 
tersen Events Center. 

“Well it does when you’re a mid- 
major school,” LBSU head coach 
Dan Monson said when asked to 
describe how gratifying the victory 
was for the program in an interview 
with ESPN. “I appreciate [Pitt head 
coach] Jaime [Dixon] giving us an 
opportunity to come in here because 
he knew we were going: to be a good 
team this year. 

“It’s a tough hurdle to get your 
kids to believe that they can compete 
in these environments against a team 
like this, and it was very gratifying. 
I was proud of the way they respond- 
ed to the runs and they just hung in 
there.” 

The victory marked LBSU’s (2-0) 
first over a top 10 team since defeat- 
ing then-No. 25 New Mexico State 
on Feb 24, 1994. 

“It’s a big win but we expected 
to win this,” Ware said in interview 
with ESPN. “Everybody in the locker 
room knew we were going to win this 
game.” 

The Beach took control of the 
game from the outset, and used two 
first-half runs to take a 45-36 lead at 
halftime. The Panthers (2-1) pulled 
to within six points twice during the 
course of the second half, but LB- 
SU’s stifling 1-2-2 trap defense dis- 
rupted Pitt’s momentum as it forced 
12 turnovers — five of which came 
on steals from junior forward James 
Ennis. 

Ware shot 10 of 18 from the field, 
including 4 of 11 from the 3-point 
line. He also pitched in six assists. 

Meanwhile, Ennis had a stellar 
night on the offensive end as well, 
scoring an LBSU career-high 19 
points —13 in the first half — on 6 
of 10 from the field, including 2 of 5 
from behind the arc. Ennis also con- 
verted 5 of 6 free throws and dished 
out six assists. 

The ‘Niners used two big first half 
runs to take a 45-36 lead into half- 
time. James Ennis capped an 11-2 run

with a corner three to put The Beach 
up 23-16 with just over11 minutes to 
play in the half. A Ware three pointer 
triggered an 11-5 Beach run over the 
last three minutes. 

Pitt guard Ashton Glbbs led the 
way for the Panthers with 20 points 
but missed 13 of his 21 shots. Pitt for- 
ward Nasir Robinson scored 15 first- 
half points, but was held to just four 
after the break. 

Senior guard Larry Anderson 
chipped in 12 points on 4 of 6 from 
the field and added a game-high 
seven assists. Senior forward T.J. 
Robinson also finished the night in 
double figures, scoring 11 points 
and grabbing a game-high eight re- 
bounds. Senior reserve Edis Dervise- 
vic made the most of his 18 minutes 
as he scored eight points on 4 of 5 
shooting. 

The ‘Niners held the Panthers to 
46.6 percent shooting (27 of 58) and 
9-for-20 from long distance. The 
Beach also dominated in the paint 
as it outscored Pitt 48-31. The 49ers 
outpaced the Panthers as they held a 
25-5 advantage in fastbreak points. 

“All teams, they try to do a lot to 
stop us from running, but we were 


just too fast today,” Ware said. “We . 
_ were clicking on offense and. it was 


too fast [for them] to stop us.” 

Miami Heat forward LeBron 
James even expressed his appre- 
ciation for LBSU’s performance via 
Twitter: “Casper Ware a problem out 
there!! And he got players around 
him to help as well! Ennis, Robinson, 
Anderson, etc.” 

Through the first eight minutes of 
the second half, it looked as if Pitt 
may be able to regain control of the 
game. A few turnovers, and a Eugene 
Phelps layup gave Long Beach a 62- 
50 lead with just under 12 minutes to 
play. 

The Panthers answered right back 
with a 6-0 run of their own, capped 
by back-to-back 3’s from Travon 
Woodall and Gibbs. 

Ware buried a 3 from the right 
wing with 5:38 remaining to put The 
Beach back up by 12, 73-61. + 

Two made free throws by Ander- 
son put the 49ers up 80-72 with 2:04 
remaining. 

With 1:44 left, Woodall fouled out 
to send Ennis to the line. He then 
knocked down both free throws to 
put The Beach up, 82-74. 

A Ware layup put the ‘Niners 
extended their lead to 84-76 with 
43 seconds on the clock. The bas- 
ket gave Ware his gateer ep of 28 
points. 

A Gibbs jumper brought the Pan- 
thers back within six with 1:16 re- 
maining, however, he went on to 
miss three consecutive shots, includ- 
ing two 3’s that helped seal a ‘Niners 
upset. 

The 49ers will return to action 
Saturday against San Diego State at 
1:30 p.m. at Cox Arena.
